Supplemental security income 
interviews Required in County 


People in Crawford County who receive Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) checks may be contacted in the near 
future by a Social Security representative for a personal in- 
terview to review their case. The reviews are required by law 
to be sure the checks are being paid correctly. 

Appointments for the reviews will be scheduled over the 
next few months. SSI recipients will be notified of their ap- 
pointments by mail, and asked to bring information about 
their income, assets, and living arrangements when they 
meet with a representative. In some cases, documents such 
as bank books, rent receipts or utility bills may be requested. 

It is important that people keep their appointments and 
provide the information needed to complete the review. SSI 
recipients are required to report any changes in their income 
or living arrangements as they occur. However, the personal 
reviews are needed even if there have been no changes. 

A representative from Social Security is at the Court- 
house in Grayling the first and third Tuesday of each month 
from 10:30 until 2:00. The telephone number for the Traverse

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Hard Winter Brings 
Out More Illegal 
Firewood Cutting 


us to check it out,’’ Lutz said.

Tickets for illegal cutting of firewood in 
Crawford County have increased this winter 
from last winter, according to DNR Conser- 
vation Officer Mark Lutz, who works out of 


the Grayling field office. 


After last year’s mild winter, some people 
didn’t cut enough wood for this winter, Lutz 


said. 


The DNR and U.S. Forest Service issues 
permits to cut on state and federal land but 
prohibits all cutting from Jan. 1 to April 1. 

Lutz said the reason for the three-month 
ban on cutting is to help the average wood- 
cutter identify live and dead trees. Only 
dead trees may be cut and by Apri! 1 most 
live trees will begin budding out. 

“Unless someone works in the woods 
everyday, they would have a hard time 
identifying live and dead trees without buds 
or leaves on them,” Lutz said. 

Some commercial permits are issued 
throughout the county that allow year-round 
cutting, and Lutz said many violators are 
cutting near these areas to disguise their 
noise, letting citizens in the area believe the 
cutting is on the commercial area, 

‘“‘Anytime a citizen hears a chainsaw on 
state land from Jan. 1 to April 1 they can call 


Conservation officers have caught a lot of 
violators in four areas of the county where 
there aren’t a lot of residents to report ille- 
gal cutting. The areas with heavy violators 


are Stephan Bridge Rd. north, Conner’s 


Flats, Bald Hill, and the Seven Mile Rd. and 
Staley Lake Rd. 


An early thaw gives the five DNR officers 


covering the three counties of Crawford, 
Kalkaska, and Missaukee trouble, because 
they don’t have four-wheel drive vehicles 
like some violators to reach back areas. 
When there is deep snow, Lutz said, 
violators are usually easy to catch because 
they cut along roadsides and citizens call in 
information. 

The DNR will again be issuing firewood 
permits for $10 beginning April 1. The per- 
mits are for five standard cords of hard- 


wood (standard cords are eight feet by four 


caused. 


feet by four feet high). Permits for five 
cords of softwoods will stil! be free. The fire- 
wood cut with this permit must be for house 
use and cannot be sold. 

The average fine for cutting without a 
permit is $65 and a timber trespass violation 
can cost violators triple the damages 


County Switches.To Own 
Micro-Computer System 


Crawford County Commis- 
Sioners approved buying a 
micro-computer system with 
software and training 
through Michigan State 
University’s Cooperative 
Extension Service for $5,000. 

The system will handle 
payroll, budgets and other 
data processing needs for 
the county. In 1983, the coun- 
ty spent about $12,500 to send 
their data processing out to 
another system. 


Commissioner Bud Joyce 
Said the system will not only 
Save the county $7,000 for the 
first year, it will save time 


for the county employees. 
Currently county employees 
fill out sheets of information 
by hand to send to the data 
processing center, 


Roy Spangler, Cooperative 
Extension Director for 
Crawford County, — said 
depending on the availability 
of the Columbia  micro- 
computer, the county could 
have their system operating 
by early summer. He said 
with any system there is 
going to be bugs to be work- 
ed out. Spangler said with 
their own system the county 
won’t have long delays 


receiving information. Un- 
der the current system, a 
December, 1983, budget 
report was received late in 
February, 1984. 

A number of Michigan's 
smaller counties asked MSU 
to develop a system to méet 
their needs, and Crawford 
will be able to purchase the 
system at a low price 
through a cooperative group 
purchase. 

Commissioners voted 6-1 
approving the purchase of 
the micro-computer system 
at their Feb. 23 regular 
meeting. Don Welser was the 
lone nay vote.

$10.2 Million In 1983 GTE Improvements 


Amid preparations for the 
most massive change ever to

Michigan's error rate in aid to 
families with dependent children 
(AFDC) payments and food stamp 
programs is on the rise at a time 
when federal standards are drop- 
ping, with the result being that the 
state faces a threat of up to $45 
million in federal sanctions for the 
past two years. 

And while Department of Social 
Services Officials said they have in- 
stituted some programs to reduce 
errors, a major source of errors is the 
heavy workload for caseworkers, a 
situation which they said will not be 
helped much by Governor James 
Blanchard’s tight budget proposal 
for fiscal year 1984-85. 

Although threatened once before, 
sanctions have never been imposed 
against Michigan for welfare pay- 
ment errors. 

Food stamp program errors also 
exceed federal guidelines, but are a 
lesser problem, while the Medicaid 
program is below standards. 

Federal officials have not yet 
notified the state sanctions would be 
imposed, but Clyde Downing, 
regional family assistance adminis- 
trator in Chicago for the U.S. Dept. 
of Health and Human Services, said 
a decision regarding the 1981-82 
year is ‘‘not too far away.”’ 

However, he said that even 
though the error rate exceeds federal 
standards, a waiver could be offered, 
for such reasons as making a good 
faith effort. 

James Ellis, director of the DSS 
Office of Quality Assurance, said 
the state could be hit with a $15 
million sanction for 1981-82 and 
probably a sanction in the range of 
$30 million for 1982-83, just for the 
AFDC program. 

The federal target error rate - the 


percentage of funds made for over-. 


paid or ineligible payments - was 5.7 
percent in 1982-83, while the state 
registered an 8.8 percent error rate

The figures for the second six mon- 
ths are not yet official, but Ellis said 
they are ‘‘up substantially.” 

“We are absolutely going the 
wrong way,” Ellis said, noting the 
federal target rate drops to 4 percent 
in 1983-84. He said the state hit its 
lowest error rate for AFDC pay- 
ments in 1980-81 at 7.1 percent 
when former DSS Director John 
Dempsey made accuracy the num- 
ber one priority. At that time, the 
federal standard was 7.3 percent. 

Harold Gazan, director of the 
department’s Special Services Ad- 
ministration, said department 
workers have been reduced by 15 
percent over the past four years 
while caseloads have increased 52 
percent. He said errors due to staff 
mistakes, as opposed to errors 
because of errant information from 
clients, relate more to overwork 
than to anything else. 

Ellis said in recent reviewing 
periods, staff errors have accounted 
for about half, or more than half, of 
the payment mistakés and added 
that’s the first time that’s ever hap- 
pened. Historically, he said, staff 
mistakes account for only about one 
third of the errors. 

Other factors, he noted, include 
policy changes and the complexity 
of the program itself. 

Downing said he recognized the 
difficulty of meeting the error rate 
standard, and said Michigan is 
‘“‘very serious about trying to reduce 
errors.” 

He said members of Congress are 
raising questions about imposing 
sanctions based on target error 
rates, but that question is not 
resolved. 


And while the state programs to 


reduce errors offer some hope for the 
future, he said in the interim, ‘‘Mich- 
igan may have a problem”’ with san- 
ctions.

STATEWIDE TROUT AND SALMON REGULATIONS 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting 
on January 13, 1984, under the authority of Act 165, 
P.A. 1929, as amended, and Act 230, P.A. 1925, as 
amended, ordered that for the period beginning April 1, 
1984, and ending March 31, 1987, no person shall 
possess, take or attempt to take, any species of trout or 
salmon from any of the waters of this state except by 
hook and line during the open seasons prescribed, and 
within the minimum size limits and maximum possession 
limits indicated below. 

Statewide open seasons on all streams and desig- 
nated trout lakes shall be from the last Saturday in April 
through September 30 (longer on waters designated Py 
the Director for extended fishing under Act 165) on all 
trout and salmon. Statewide open seasons on all other in- 
land lakes and the Great Lakes shall be any time for all 
trout and salmon except on Lake Huron and its tributary 
streams and on Lake Michigan and its tributary streams 
the season on fake trout is from May 1 through August 
lists 

Size limits shall be 8 inches in Lower Peninsula 
streams, 7 inches on Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 in- 
ches on all lakes except the daily possession limit for 
trout and salmon shall be 5 fish singly or in combination 
but no more than 2 lake trout or splake from Lake Mich- 
igan and its tributary streams or 3 lake trout or spiake 
from Lake Superior and Lake Huron and their tributary 
streams, except that an additional 5 brook or brown trout 
may be taken from streams from the last Saturday in

Karyn Reynolds placed 
first and second in two giant 
Slalom races at the Central 
United States Ski Associa- 
tion Championships at Spirit 
Mountain in Duluth, Minne- 
sota, Feb. 29 - Mar. 3, help- 
ing her qualify for the Junior 
Nationals.

Line,” assists customers who 
have exhausted the normal 
complaint procedures. 
“While we were busy 
mnaking these improvements 
we were also very heavily 
involved in making a smooth 
transition to a deregulated, 
competitive environ- 
ment,’’Kowalski said. ‘"The 
first major step occurred 
January 1, 1983, when we 
began offering new 
telephone equipment and 
associated gear (called 
customer premises equip- 
ment) on an unregulated 
basis. This meant customers 
could continue to lease their 
telephones from General 
Telephone or buy them from 
us or from other sources.” 

“The important message 
we tried to convey to 
customers was that- they 
could assume as much 
responsibility for the pur- 
chase and maintenance of 
telephone equipment as they 
choose,’’Kowalski said. 

The $10.2 million service 
improvement and expansion 
program for the northern 
division was part of a $53.4 
million statewide effort by 
General Telephone.

OPEN SEASONS AND CATCH LIMITS ON 

PIKE, WALLEYE, SAUGER AND MUSKELLUNGE 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting on October 8, 
1982, under the authority of Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended, ordered 
the following order become effective on January 1, 1983, and remain 
valid until March 31, 1988, 


At shalt be unlawful to take the following named 
species except within the open seasons and daily limits 
prescribed (statewide regulations apply unless otherwise 
restricted): 

Statewide open seasons on all waters not otherwise 
closed to fishing shall be from May 15 through February 
on walleye, sauger, northern pike, and muskellunge (in- 
cluding tiger muskellunge). The daily catch limit shall be 
five singly or in combination for largemouth and small- 
mouth bass, walloys, sauger, and northern pike; one for 
muskellunge (including tiger muskellunge). 

The above regulations apply statewide except that walleye and 
souger may be taken ot any time from the Detroit and $1. Clair rivers, 
Loke St. Clair, and Lake Erie; and that muskellunge in Loke St. Clair, St. 
Clair and Detroit rivers may be token only from tha first Saturday in 
June through December 15 of each year, Also, the daily catch on Lake 
St. Clair and Loke Erie and the Detroit and St, Clair rivers shall be six 
singly or in combination for largemouth and smallmouth bass, walleye, 
souger, and northern pike when the catch includes at least one walleye 
or Souger,
